Next, comes Brother Zeke 
Smith, he dotes on his plainness 
and humility. He comes to 
with three weeks’ 
growth of whiskers on his face, 
his shirt-collar turned down, his 
overalls dirty and unkempt, his 


‘shoes just like they were when 


he quit plowing, etc., and yet he 
wants to be the most prominent 
man on the platform and must 
lead in the singing, etc., and 
then if the pastor preaches on 
cleanliness or asks him to kind- 
ly shine his shoes or please keep 
shaved, he hobbles around on 
his crutch and pouts and says 
the pastor is getting struck on 
himself, etc. God help us to 
keep neat, clean and respectable 
so that people may know that 
the Church of God is something 
after all, 

Now let us notice the nature 
religious 
crutch upon which professing 
Christians sometimes halt and 
hobble. 

During the European war, 
thousands of men who could by 
any means frame up some ex- 
cuse or even make some disease 
or wound, sometimes, even by 
breaking a leg or arm, and one 
instance I recall to my own 
knowledge a young man shot 
his foot until it had to be am- 
putated, and another deliberate- 
ly cut his finger off with the axe 
in order to find refuge from be- 
ing drafted into service. The 
amount of diseased and crippled 
men in the land was almost in- 
credible not only on the field 
but at home. 

Crutches were in great de- 
mand not only in the camps but 
also at home and home was 
truly a very melancholy place 
during the war. 

Now all this has a counterpart 
in the Churches of God. Hun- 
dreds are daily shirking duty 
like poor soldiers or cowardly 
citizens in time of war. 

It is really amusing often to 
see and hear them in their friv- 
olous excuses for not giving of 
their substance to the Lord; at- 
tending services or Sunday 
school or for otherwise failing 
to discharge their duty. 

There are several kinds of 
crutches which we will here no- 
tice, and sometimes used by 
professing Christians. 

First, the poverty crutch. Oh, 
how often we hear some even 


' lying about their poverty. 


To hear many of them talk 
you would think they were fit 
only for the poor house. They 
are always asking for some poor 
preacher to come and hold a 
meeting. But never have any- 
thing to spare for God and ex- 
pect the preacher to get there

Oh, that the saints of God 
could realize how far short we 
are in measurnig upto God’s 
great measuring rule, (His 
Word). We see in 2 Kings and 
second chapter that God was 
preparing to take Elijah into 
heaven; that Elijah starts on a 
journey with Elisha. Now, God 
is testing his servant Elisha 
preparing him to take Elijah’s 
place asa prophet unto the 
children of Israel. 

We will notice that Plijah be- 
gins at once to test Elisha’s de- 
termination to stay with him by 
asking him to tarry at Gilgal 
while he goes on to Bethel, and 
Elisha declares that he will not 
leave him, so they went down 
to Bethel. Now this first stop 
represents the first step in the 
Christian experience, which is 
justification by faith. 

Again Elijah asks Elisha to 
tarry at Bethel while he goes on 
toJericho, and again we see Eli- 
sha determined not to leave him.
